Airport  on  December  26th,  I  was  struck 
by  silence.  In  the  past,  the  arrival  in 
Israel  had  been  greeted  with  song  and 
applause,  but  this  time  there  was  only  a 
smattering  of  excitement.  It  was  a  fore¬ 
shadowing  of  the  Israel  that  awaited  us. 

I  was  part  of  a  group  of  fifteen  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  Young  Leadership 
Division  of  UJA-Federation  of  New  York, 
on  a  Solidarity  Mission  to  Israel.  We 
began  the  mission  at  the  Kotel,  the 
3,000  year-old  wall  which  is  a  symbol  of 
Jewish  history,  spirituality  and  prayer. 

We  were  accompanied  by  a  plain- 
clothed,  armed  security  guard,  our  tour 
guide  (also  armed),  and  a  bus  driver. 
Our  three  days  were  a  whirlwind  of 
speakers  and  activities.  Rather  than 
strolling  down  Ben  Yehuda  Street  in 
search  of  falafel  or  a  jewelry  store,  we 
met  with  distinguished  political  con¬ 


sultants  and  university  professors  who 
enriched  our  knowledge  and  under¬ 
standing  of  the  current  political  issues 
and  challenged  our  comprehension  of 
the  current  state  of  affairs  in  the  Middle 
East. 

We  learned  a  number  of  stark  facts, 
including  that  one  in  every  five  Jews  in 
Jerusalem  lives  at  or  below  the  poverty 
level,  and,  in  the  past  two  years,  tourism 
has  receded  from  900,000  visitors  a  year 
to  a  mere  200,000.  The  lack  of  tourists 
has  caused  many  of  the  pottery,  jewelry 
and  falafel  shops  to  close.  Jerusalem’s 
demography  is  also  changing  as  the 
Arab  population  continues  to  grow. 

We  also  visited  the  headquarters  ol 
Zaka,  a  group  of  religious  volunteers 
who  consider  it  holy  work  to  rush  to  the 
scene  of  a  tourist  attack  to  ensure  that

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every  bit  of  human  flesh,  bone  and  tis¬ 
sue  is  carefully  collected  for  a  proper 
Jewish  burial. 

Despite  these  solemn  moments,  our 
trip  had  many  rays  of  hope  for  the  future 
of  the  State  of  Israel.  We  visited  a  PACT 
(Parents  and  Children  Together),  where 
the  excited  faces  of  the  Ethiopian  chil¬ 
dren  filled  the  kindergarten  classrooms. 
This  early  childhood  head-start  program 
enables  Ethiopian  immigrants  in 
Rehovot  to  enter  first  grade  on  the  same 
academic  level  as  their  Israeli  peers. 

This  trip  was  very  much  a  learning 
experience  as  we  spent  much  of  our 
time  with  prestigious  teachers  who 
enhanced  our  understanding  of  Israel. 
At  the  same  time,  it  was  a  much  more 
serious  visit.  There  was  not  time  for  a 
mud  bath  at  the  Dead  Sea,  and  we  were 
warned  on  a  number  of  occasions  not  to 
take  public  buses.  Yet,  it  was  a  wonder¬ 
ful  experience.  I  made  new  friends, 
enjoyed  being  in  Israel,  and  am  looking 
-forward  to  returning  soon!

Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot 
Thursday,  June  5 

It  is  a  Jewish  tradition  to  spend  the 
first  night  of  Shavuot  studying 
Torah,  because  it  is  on  Shavuot  that 
we  celebrate  the  giving  of  the  Torah  to 
Moses  and  the  Jewish  people.  This  tradi¬ 
tion  is  called  Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot. 

At  8  p.m.  on  Thursday,  June  5th, 
Cantors  David  Lefkowitz  and  Nancy 
Abramson,  together  with  the  Synagogue 
Choir,  will  conduct  a  special  Festival 
service.  This  service  will  be  followed  by  a 
study  session  with  Rabbi  Paulette  Gross. 

Cheesecake  and  coffee,  in  honor  of 
the  tradition  of  eating  dairy  foods  on 
Shavuot,  will  be  served  after  the  study 
session. 

About  Shavuot 

havuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or 
Pentecost,  is  celebrated  exactly 
seven  weeks  after  Passover.  It  is 
observed  for  one  day  in  Israel  and  for 
two  days  for  those  of  us  who  live  in  the 
Diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely  an 
agricultural  festival,  a  time  of  ceremony 


and  rejoicing  when  the  first  fruits  were 
brought  to  Jerusalem.  But,  in  time,  it 
became  associated  historically  with  the 
giving  of  the  Torah  on  Mount  Sinai. 

During  the  services  on  this  Festival 
we  read  the  Ten  Commandments  and 
the  general  theme  is  the  Jewish  love  of 
learning.  Also,  the  Book  of  Ruth  is  read 
at  this  time  because  it  shows  the  great 


devotion  of  Ruth  to  her  adopted  faith 
and  people. 

Among  the  customs  associated  with 
this  Festival  are  decorating  the  syna¬ 
gogue  with  flowers,  all  night  study 
{Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot ),  and  the  eating  of 
dairy  foods  which  is  symbolic  of  the 
concept  of  Israel  as  the  land  of  milk  and 
honey.

After  more  than  20  years  as  the 
Ritual  Coordinator  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  I  have  announced  my 
retirement  from  my  position.

Now,  at  long  last,  I  will  get  a  chance 
to  sit  and  pray.  Hopefully,  I  won’t  fall 
asleep!!

the  Yizkor  Memorial  Service  takes  place 
on  the  eighth  day  of  Passover. 

The  publishing  deadline  is  a  firm  one. 
Therefore,  to  avoid  disappointment, 
return  the  card  you  will  receive  in  the 
mail  promptly.

There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40  per 
child.  The  application  process  includes  a 
visit  and  tour  of  the  school  by  one  or 
both  parents  and  a  separate  visit  with 
:hild. 

r  or  the  September  2003  School  Year, 
there  were  approximately  50  openings. 
It  will  be  very  helpful  to  have  some  idea 
prior  to  September  as  to  how  many  eli¬ 
gible  member  families  are  interested  in 
a  place  for  the  2004-2005  school  term. 
This  will  enable  the  PASECC  to  deter¬ 
mine  how  many  applications  from  new 
members  or  non-members  it  will  be 
able  to  accept.
